REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: no prior art 
has been found, nor presented, that either teaches or fairly suggests the production of 
polyolefin compositions having all of the constituents and compositional limitations, 
thereof, as recited and claimed herein. While the references teach monomer 
concentrations and even polymer limitations that may broadly overlap with those 
claimed herein, the inclusion of the specific content of alpha-olefin and ethylene 
monomers do not coincide with the limitations recited. The ratio of these constituents is 
not shown to be within the range recited. The MFR of the composition has not been 
shown either. As such, since there are no other outstanding issues with regard to the 
clarity or enablement of the claims, these claims are deemed to contain allowable 
subject matter.
